Addressing 9 meting organis- 
cd by the BrHich movement for 
Eurepe, at which Premler 
Harcld Macmillan also spoke, 
Churchii, was enthusiastically 
tpplauded ae he came Into the 
Hall, 


Welcomed 


He welcomed the formation of 
a common market by six con- 
tnental European nations, “'pro- 
vided it wns a rttp towsrds the 
creation of a free trade area— 
a free trade area to which the 
whole .of free Europe. would 
have access,” 

Churchill added: . "If, on the 
other hand, the Europsan trade 
community were to bo per- 
manartly restricted. to the fix 
nations the results might b2 
worse than if nothing were done 
at all—worse for them as well 

It will tend, not to 
unite Europe but actually to 
divide it and divide it. not only 
in the economic field.

BODY STRUCTURE 


Tho basic body structure 
is inherited and cannot be 
changed. <A girl therefore 
cimnot control whether she 
is going to be tall or short, 
stocky or slight. She can, 
however, exercise control 
over the unnecessary 
amount of fat. which 
accumulates from eating too 
much and betng too in- 
active. Also, she can avoid 
becoming too thin as a re- 
sult of unwise starvation, 


Girls begin to develop 
their mature figures at 
about 11 years of age when 
they start growing faster 
than they have been grow. 
ing before. Between this 
age and 18 or 14 they are 
taller than boys of the same 
age, but this will never 
happen again. By the time 
the boys are 16 thoy have 
grown taller than the girls. 
Before the age of 16° girls 
are heavier than boys, but 
after that age boys begin to 


be heavier. These figures 
represent averages; - tall 
girla will always ' be 
taller than short boys, onca 
full growth is attained, 


Girls ‘ure Hkely to. make 
their greatest gain an ‘height 
in the 12th year, while boys 
do not do so until they are 
14 years old. After girls 
are 16 they do not grow 
much taller, white boys grow 
in height until they have 
reached the early twenties, 


When girls have reached the 
age of 18-they do not add moro 
weight unless they add too 
much fat, Boys continue to 
grow and to add weight ‘until 
they havo passed the 20th 
birthday, i 


The figures given above are 
approxlnations and any two in- 
dividuals may or may not be 
exacly in the same stage of 
growth at the same time. Ono 
must ‘figure himself as an in- 


dividual, not os an average, - 


The foct fy that there ure very 
few people who howe so-called 
average measurements, Most 
of them vary in one direction 
or the other and if the variation 
ja not too great, they may be 
regarded as normal persons,
